1. (Once Amended) A composition comprising a plurality of polynucleotides whose expression is 
modulated by cytokines, wherein the polynucleotides are SEQ ID NOs:l-516 or a complete complement 
of SEQIDNOs:l-516. 




6. The composition of claim 1, wherein the polynucleotides are immobilized on a substrate. 

7. (Once Amended) A method for detecting a polynucleotide in a sample, the method comprising: 

a) hybridizing the composition of claim 1 with the sample, thereby forming at least one hybridization 

complex; and 

b) detecting the hybridization complex, wherein the presence of the hybridization complex indicates 
the presence of the polynucleotide in the sample. 

8. (Once Amended) A method of screening a library of molecules or compounds to identify a ligand, the 

method comprising: 

a) combining the composition of claim 1 with a library of molecules or compounds under conditions to
